An Important Decision by Secre- 
tary Teller-The Crows to be 
Removed to the Valley of the 
Big Horn—Fencing in Public 
Lands For Grazing Purposes to 
be Stopped. 

WASHINGTON, May 10. 

Secretary Teller rendered a decision 
| to-day, in which he holds that the Act 
of June 3, 1878, in which permits the 
sale at the minimum price of $2.50 per 
acre of lands valued principally for 
their timber and unfit for cultivatien, 
does not apply to timber lands which 
may be rendered susceptible to culti- 
vation by ordinary farming processes. 
Such lands, the Secretary says, are 
not within the purpose of this Act, 
which is intended to embrace within 
its provisions timbered tracts only on 
broken, rugged, or mountainous dis- 
tricts, with soil unfit for ordinary ag- 
ricultural purposes when cleared of 
timber. 

Special Agent Melburn of the Indian 
office will leave Washington to-mor- 
row for the Crow Indian Reservation, 
in Montana, where he will co-operate 
with the resident agent in making ar- 
rangements for the removal of the 
Crows to the valleys of the Big Horn 
and Little Big Horn, in compliance 
with the action of Congress. 

The Commissioner of the General 
Land Office has received complaints 
from the Postoffice Department that 
cattle-herders in Nebraska have re- 
cently enclosed with fences, for graz- 
ing purposes, a large tract of public 
land, and thereby cut off an important 
mail route, The case is being investi- 
gated, and it is thought at the Interior 
Department that the measures about 
to be taken will result in breaking up 
this unlawful practice of fencing pub- 
lic lands, a practice which has lately 
grown to be a serious evil.
